Cameron’s Removal, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 

CnicaGco, June 1.—The National Committee 
met this morning at 11:30 with Don Cameron 
in the chair. It was proposed to Cameron to do 
away with the unit rule during the preliminary 
organization. Cameron replied that he would 
remain firm in bis determination to 
resist such a step, aud that he 
would ignore the power of the committee to 
dietate in the matter. It was further proposed 
to Cameron that he nominate Geo. F. Hoar for 
temporary chairman of the convention. 1 Ia 
this Cameron also refused to be controlled by 
the committee. After atwo hours’ session . 
committee adjourned. 1 5 

THE ANTI-THIRD-TERMERS. 

Immediately thereatter a meeting of the 
anti-third-term members was held and it was 
resolved that at the meeting whieh 
is to take place to-morrow morning, if 
Cameron still refuses to recede from his pogi- 
tion the chairmanship will be declared vacagt 
and another man who would carry out the 
wishes of the committee will be elected to 
fillthe vacancy. Cameron declares ne will 
not recognize the authority of the committee 
to remove him. Logan and Conkling say they 
do not care whether Cameron is removed of 
not, and that his removal will make trien@ 
for Grant in the Convention. 

The excitement here is now at fever heat and 
the scenes On the streets and at the hotels ut- 
terly beggar description. Feeling ran high yes- 
terday, but the events ot last night and to-day 
have produced a desperation among the ga- 
gagonistic factions which has impressed the 
cool-headed leaders with a belief that harmony 
in the convention will be almost impossible; 

A BOLT THREATENED, 

A probable bolt is treely discussed by the 
delegates and many report it as inevitable. 
Senator Chaffee, a Blaine leader, said that his 
taction demanded fair treatment, and if the 
Grant | men endeavored to have 
everything their own way in 
the conyention they themselves could be re- 
sponsible for any secession of delegates that. 
might take place. 

ä A SCHEME TO BULLDOZE. 

That the Grant men have a well-organized 
plan to bulldoze the convertion there 
can be no doubt. Filley, who 16 
looked on here as the best and 
smartest strategist among the third term 
leaders, said this morning that the action of 
the National Committee about the unit rule or 
anything else will cut no important figure; 
that the fight would be on the floor of the 
convention, where the Grant men have a ma- 
jority and propose to use it for all it is 
worth. Carpenter and Logan express them- 


selves likewise. Logan is said to disapprove 


the action of Cameron in the committee and 
advised Cameron to yield as the wisest 
and most politic thing that cduld be | 
done. The Grant leaders persist in 
the assertion that they will gain as many votes 
as they will lose by the abolition of the unit 
rule. The anti-third-termers claim thatit will 
cost Grant at least seventy-five votes, and 
thisappears to be mnch the more correct 
estimate. 
THE BLAINE MEN ENTHUSIASTIC. 

Ex-Attorney Williams, one of the Grant 
strikers here, has given up the fight and says | 
Grant is beaten. At the Blaine 
headquarters the greatest enthusiasm has 
prevailed all day and was greatly intensified 
atl o’¢clock by the announcément that the 
National Committee has firmly determined to 
do away with the unit rule. Hamlin, Hale ang 
Frye are confident that Grant, in the language 
of Frye, is dead and laid out, and that their 
favorite candidate would get enough votes to 
insure his nomination. 

| SHERMAN. 

At the Sherman headquarters there is more 
lifethanon any previous day.

A MISSOURI BOLTER. 

One ofthe Missouri delegates, McCloskey, 
from the Ninth District, has not yet reported 
at the State headquarters. Ille is here, how- 
ever, and says he will vote for Grant under no 
circumstances. Sam Hayes claims that there are 
a halt dozen Missourians ready to break away 
from Grant. 

THE ST. LOUIS CROWD. 

A number of Missouri visitors arrived to-day, 
including Collector Rosenblatt, Marshall Lef- 
fingwell and Deputy Geggie, L. 
U. Reavis Barnard, J. II. Boyle, 
from St. Louis, and N.C. Burch from Jefferson 
City.

A WILD RUMOR.

Goss Fights With a Truss On—The Fall 
Details of a Brutal Affair. 


PITTSBURG, PA., June 1.—The Ryan-Goss 
prize fight, for $1,000 asideand the heavy- 
weight championship, took place this morning 
at Collier’s Station, West Virginia, and result- 
ed in a victory tor Ryan, atter eighty-six 
rounds of a hardly fought battle. 

Ryan was first to put in an appearance, 
reaching the ground about 5o0’clock. He was 
accompanied by his trainer, Johnny Roach, 
and one ortwo others. Hewalked straight.up 
tothe ring and was greeted with cheers; he 
advanced and looked at the ‘‘square ring,’’ 
and addressed the erowd by saying: This is 
the first time lever sawa prize ring. I hope 
Gess will show up, and we will have a fair. 
aht.“ a 

About one hour later Goss put in an appear- 


ance, 
THE PRELIMINARIES. 


After shaking hands Ryan shied his castor 
in the ring and steppedinsidethe rope. Goss 
followed shortly after. The mea then stripped 
for the fray. After considerable 
trouble a referee was selected in 
the person of Schelt Fairchilds, who 
seemed to be satisfactory to all.. Dave Jones 
and Billy Crowley were appointed seconds for 
Goss. Ryan's seconds were John Hines, of 
Brooklyn, and Jack Conners, of New-York. 
Goes won the choice af position and selected 
the corner looking east. | 

THE Hon. 

All beingin readiness, the seconds of each 
man with the principals stepped to the center 
and, torming a cross of hands, gave each a 


‘hearty shake. : 


First Round.—At 6:25 o’clock buth cameup 
with asmile on their countenances, but evi- 
dently very nervous. They spurred at each 
other an unusually long time, neither one be- 
ing willing to lead off. The spectators become 
anxious and remarks were heard from 
both sides. Goss made a feint, which 
‘caused Ryan to spring back., and at last Goss 
reached for Ryan's left eye, but fell short of 
his mark, when Ryan got in on him. At 
this point some slashing blows were about to 
be infllicted on Goss, when he slipped down in 
order to end the round and avoid the punisa- 
ment. Time, 1 minute. 

Second Round.—Ryan firstat the scratch and 
first to lead off in the sparring. Goss in going 
to grass this time to end a hard 
round was observed to throw up one knee to 
ward off the weight of Ryan in falling upon 
him. Time, 35 seconds. 

, Fl D FOR RYAN — 
Third Round nn led off in an attempt to 
get in a blow on Goss’ ribs. Some beautiful 
sparring was made by both to save their faces, 
but Ryan struck Joe in the mouth, from which 
slight traces of blood were on his tongue, and 
the round ended with Goss going to grass,amid 
cries of First blood for Ryan, and cheers 
from the crowd.

This fearful act occurred in the town of Brook- 
field, Madison county, New York. Com- 
stock was indicted, and subsequently arraign- 
ed for trial. Inasmuch as the double mur- 


wild with delirium tremens, he was per- 
mitted to plead guilty to manslaughter in the 
first degree, which he did, and on the 25th of 
September, 1858, he was sentenced by Judge 
Hiram Gray to imprisonment for the term of 
bis natural life. Comstock at that time was 
thirty-seven years of age. During all these 
twenty-two years he has not been outside the 


is as ignorant of the ways of the world as the 
mewling infant in its mother’s arms. When 
he entered the institution he had no occupa- 
tion, and up to twelve years ago was em- 
ployed in what is known as the State shop, at 
all kinds of work. Since then he has been in 
the tailor-shop. His autfes now principally 
consist of looking after the convicts’ clothing. 
Every night from 6 to 8 o'clock he is engaged 
in distributing the men’s shirts about the gal- 
leries in the different wings. 

Comstock is in many respects a remarkable 
man. When sent to prison he was a physical 
wreck from the effects of drink. Now he 1s 
apparently a perfect specimen ef manhood, 
Tall, erect, with robust form, disease seems a 
stranger to his frame. Comstock 1s one of 
the most orderly and well-behaved convicts 
in the institution. Since he has been an in- 
mate he has never so much as been repri- 
manded for a misdemeanor of any kind. He 
is industrious, and since his incarceration has 
not been absent a single day from his labor. 
His health has always been good. This is 
due to the excellent.care that he has always 
taken: of himself. He carefully guards 
‘against ailments, and, as the result, he is free 
from the ills to which flesh is heir. He is an 
ordinary man in conversation and manners. 
While he shows no particular strength of 
mind, he indicates no mental weakness. He 
holds aloof from the other prisoners, and, as a 
consequence, is respected by them. When one 
convict requests him to pass a. nete or some 
object to another while walking along the gal- 
leries in pursuit of his tasks, he passes on, 
unmindful of remarks. No conviet ever 
complains of him, as he is no tale-bearer, and 
attends strictly to his own business. Com- 
stock livesin hope. He has faith to believe 
that friends will some time interest them- 
selves in him and endeavor to secure a par- 
don. He attends chapel regularly, and 
takes a deep interest in the services. Twice, 
it is believed, applications for pardon have 
been made to the Governor, but both times a 
brother has opposed them. Maj. William H. 
Boyle, the principal keeper, believes that 
Comstock, if released now, would make a 
good citizen. He has lost his taste for liquor, 
and maintains that he kuew nothing of his 
deed.. This is doubtless true, as the man was 
crazy With drink at the time. Comstock is 
always cheerful. He lives in hope and never 
gives way to despondency. He has a singular 
face. He is dark-complexioned, with high 
cheek-bones, a sharp chin and prominent 
nose. His hair is slightly silvered, but, with 
the exception of one small bald spot, his head 
is thickly covered. The man has improved by 
study, and would be capable of earning an 
honest living. Whenthe convicts were per- 
mitted to make trinkets, none were more 
skillful than Comstock. 

Comstock has witnessed the coming and go- 
ing of a generation of criminals, and has ob- 
served the prison undergo almost a complete 
change through repairs and reconstruction. 
He has also seen a dozen changes in adminis- 
tration. Once in three years the set of hands 
in à shop entirely changes. Thus he has 
viewed new workmen at the benches and 
lathes nearly eight times. There is at present 
not a single officer in the prison who was 
there when Comstock came. It is doubted if 
ever a man existed so long in confinement in 
this hemisphere as William Comstock. He 
has gazed upon the lifeless bodies of scores of 
convicts who have died while serving their 
sentences; but he has beenspared. 


An Old Commedian Dying. 
[From the New York Times, 30th. | 
The veteran actor and playwright, John 
Brougham, is lying dangerously sick at his 
home, No. 60 East Ninth street. It is said by 
his medical attendants that he cannot live 
longer than a few days, and his death was ex- 
pected at any moment up to last evening, 
when his condition became temporarily easy. 
Repeated attacks of rheumatism, together 
with the natural feebleness of advanced years, 
have kept Mr. Brougham in poor health for 
several months. He was slowly growing weak 
in body when he was stricken with Bricht’s 
disease a few weeks ago. His feebleness 
made bim an easy victim to the dis- 
ease. During the last week, particu- 
larly, it made rapid progress, helped on, 
no doubt, by the enfeebling temperature 
ofthe atmosphere. Mr. Brougham has been 
attended by anumber of physicians, who 
were sent to his bedside by his friends. He 
seemed, yesterday afternoon, to have reached 
his final hour, and a consultation of physi- 
cians was called. They decided that his death 
might be expected at any hour, although they 
hoped bis naturally strong constitution would 
keep him alive a day or two longer. Soon af- 
ter the consultation, Mr. Brougham grew 
worse, and there seemed no likelihoou thathe 
would survive the night. Early in the even- 
ing be rallied somewhat, however, and after a 
refreshing sleep seemed to have undergone a 
genuine change for the better. Mr. Broug- 
bam has been aware for some time that the 
chances for his recovery are few, and he has 
given necessary directions regarding the dis- 
position of his affairs after his death. His 
mind has retained its clearness through his 
suffering. He has recognized ard spoken 
pleasantly tothe many friends whe have called 
upon bim.

A Geneva dispatch tothe Times says: A 
difficulty has supervened in the construction 
of the St. Gothard Tunnel which threatens to 
seriously retard its completion. In the part 
of it where the formation is of porous white 
stone the vaulting has already giyen away 
twice or three times, and it has required the 
greatest care and constand staying with tim- 
ber to prevent the passage thereabouts from 
completely collapsigg. It was thought, how- 
ever, that a granite wall six feet thick would 
support the superincumbent mass of white 
stone and keep the tunnel rA open. 
A wall of this thickness has just been finished, 
but it has begun to give way, and the en- 
gineers are at their wits’ end how to over- 
come the difficulty. In the opinion ofthe 
geologists ofthe tunnelit can be overcome 
only by — a wide curve so as to get 
round the white Stone instead of going 
through it. This would ifivolve the entire re- 
construction of that part of the tunnel, in 
which case, probably, it will not be ready for 
traflic before the time fixed.for the comple- 
tion of the lines of approach two years hence.

THE MINING FEVER. 


, 


(Plainfield (N. J.) Special to N. ¥. Sun. 

Rumoé@s are flying about this city of the dis- 
covery of a gold and silver mine near here, 
and the presence inthe town of assayer 
miners and capitaljsts engaged in holding lon 
and secret intervi 
ed with the discovery has led to exaggerated 
stories about mineral wealth supposed to lie 
hidden inthe rocks hereabouts. The facts 
seem to be as follows: In Washington Valley, 
just under the shadow of Washington Rock, 
and about half a mile from Bound Brook, is 
a deserted mine called the Field Mine, which 
was worked about four Years ago by a Mr. 
Field. This gentleman was after cop- 
per, but, finding merely enough of that metal 
to pay the expense of mining it, he gave up 
the mine. On the dumps at its mouth were 
thrown probably about 800 tons of ore, which 
has lain there ever since, exposed to the ele- 
ments, and unnoticed until lately. The at- 
tention of Wallace Vail, Esq., Postmaster at 
Plainfield, was drawn to the neglected rock, 
first out of curiosity and then on account of 
the many features it possessed similarto Ari- 
zona silver ore. Collécting a few specimens 
he handed them to Thomas Stillman, assaver, 
of the firm of Fuller & Stillman, of New 
York, with the remark that they were from a 
Colorado mine, and he desired an assay. 

The exact figures given by the assayers it is 
impossible to obtain; but the result of the ex- 


i 


amination, in addition to favorable 
reports from other assayers, has 
seemingly been most satisfactory. A lease 


was at once obtained of the Field mine for 
twenty years, and subsequently other leases 
on adjacent property, of the extent of many 
hundreds of acres, were procured. A prom- 
inent capitalist was induced to make an ex- 
amination and thorough inspection, upon 
which, it is reported, he offered all the money 
desired. From $40,000 to $50,000 worth of 
“machinery has already been ordered, andin a 
few days itis expected that ore, or what is 
said to be ore, will be transported from the 
mines to the mills that have been secured on 
the line of the Central Railroad near this 
place. It is said that veins of ore eight feet 
thick crop out on the surface at many places 
where mining privileges have been secured; 
and miners estimate that the yield of gold and 
silver will be heavy and profitable, as the-cop- 
per will pay enough to meet all expenses. 

There is considerable excitement over the 
alleged discovery. A prominent citizen joc- 
ularly remarked that the streets of Plainfield 
are macadamized and the railroad is ballasted 
with gold and silver, sinee the rock used for 
such purposes was taken from the very veins 
in question. 

There seems to have been no solicitation for. 
takers of stock, and probably not . than 
five or six are interested in the supposed 
mine, or apt to become so. Outside of the 
discoverer, and those whom it was necessar 
to let into the secret in order that the desire 
leases might be procured, not one is financially . 
interested. Consequently, should the min- 
ing not pan out as expected, few will suffer.

Rumors of Trouble Between the Street La- 
borers and the Mayor Ooneerning Their 


Pay. | 

The chances for serious disturbance in East 
St. Lguis in the near future are considerable, 
and this mornine several startling rumors 
were rife inthe little burg. Ever sinoe the 
election of Mayor Joyce there has been a rup- 
ture in the City Council, three of the aldermen 
siding with the Mayor against their five official 
brethren. The other city officers also partici- 
pated in the teeling, the majoritv, among whom 


is the City Treasurer, ranging themselves on 
the side ofthe five Councilmen. This disa- 
greement has given rise to a 


great deal ot legal trouble, and among 
other things the Mayor refuses to sign the war- 
rants drawn in favor of employes of the city. 
The police and street laborers submit their 
claims through the Marshal and Street Super- 
visors to the Council, and if there is no objec- 
tions the Council) allows the demands and in- 
structs the City Clerx to draw up warrants in 
favor ot the claimants. These the Mayor 
signs, and on presentation to the City Tres- 
urer they are cashed. At present there area 
num der of iaborers beside the Deputy Mar- 
shais with warrants that have been drawn in 
their favor that Mayor Joyce refuses to sign, 
averring that there is no money én *he city 
treasury to justify him in so doing. Last 
night the laborers, about forty in number, met 
and resolved on some very definite plans, 
which they have resolved to keep tothem- 
selves until their execution. This morning it 
was rumored that the men would wait on 
Mayor Joyce at alate hour this afternoon for 


the purpose ot securing his sig- 
nature. One of the street tlaborers, 
in reply to a question concerning 


their intentions, said: Well, we had a mcet- 
ing last night and resolved to wait on the May- 
or, and he will sign our warrants or he’ll never 
leave that place alive.’’ 

Nou intend violence, then?’’ 

‘*] don’t want to say anything more,butI tell 
you Mayor Joyce will sign the warrants pre- 
sented to him to day.’’ 

Further than this the man refused to say, but 
intimated that the police were in sympathy 
with the men and that they need not be afraid 
of anything from that source. Mayor Joyce 
was asked if he expected any trouble 
at the Council meeting this after- 
noon or at any time and answered 
that he had heard no rumors and anticipated 
no trouble from any source. Laterin the day 
he was seen in close conversation 
with Constable Kelly, who in turn 
took Constable Godin aside and instructed bim 
onsome points. Both the men were ques- 
tioned and did not deny the fact that their 
assistance had been called for, but refused to 
state anything concerning it at all. Mayor 
Joyce wes also questioned on the object of his 
business with the constables, but said it was a 
garnishee case and a private matter.

GOLDEN EAGLE. 


A DAY OF PRAYER 


Held by the Christian Women's Temper- 
ance Union Throughout the Country—How 
it Was Observed in St. Louis. 


To-day the National Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union throughout the land ob- 
served as a day of prayer, invoking the Divine 
aid that the coming election may result in the 
advancement of national virtue and prosperi- 
ty and to the final triumph of the temperance 
cause. In St. Louis the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union assembled in Dr. Post’s 
Church, on the corner ot Tenth and Locust, at 


10 = o’clock this morning. Nineteen 
ladies were present by actual count, 
and Mrs. W. C. Wagoner conducted 


the meeting. Among those present were Mrs. 
Wim, Page, Mrs. Jounson, Mrs, Clardy, Mrs. 
8. B. Kell6gy, Mrs. Gormley, Mra. Giériow, | 
Mrs. Geo. Beker and others, Mrs. Wagner 
read-the call, which stated the object of the 
prayer meeting. Thena hymn was sung, 
atter which Mrs. Clardy led in prayer. She 
implored the assistance of the Deity tor the 
advancement of the country. She spoke of 
the strife and discord, the bribery and corrup- 
tion in high places, and especially 
of the liquor traffic; that the National 
Government was growing corrupt and the dis- 
solution of the republic was at hand and con- 
cluded with an eloquent supplication to the 
Deity that temperance might finally prevail 
and theliguor traffic be abolished in the land: 
Mrs.Wagoner then read an editorial paragraph, 
which was published in the Post-DISPATCH 
yesterday, referring to the prayer league. 
She said the purpose ot the meeting had been 
misunderstood and asked God's forgiveness 
for those who had done so. 

Mr. Johnson followed in| prayer, asking 
the Heavenly Father to look upon this man 
who had published the articleinthe paper 
and make bimtremble. The hymn ‘‘O Lord 
our God, with earnest care,’’ was sung, after 
which Mrs. Page of Dr. Boyd's Church conduct- 
ed the meeting. She spoke of the efficacy of 
prayer,illustrating its power by the result of the 
day of prayer set apart during the prevalence 
ofthe grasshopper scourge, after whicb the 
grasshoppers immediately disappeared. 
Some said, she remarked, that the grass- 
hoppers were already preparing to leave as the 
day was appointed, but we! know our prayer 
was answered.’’ 

She then read portions of the Bible relating 
to drunkenness, after which prayer was in- 
dulged in. At noon Dr. Post took part in the 
services, and he was followed by Dr. Eliot, 
of the Wushington University. It will be five 
o’clock before the services términate.

ON CHANGE. 


No Adjournment of the Call Board Thurs- 
day—Foreign Commerce of the United 
States. 

Secretary Morgan, ot the Exchange, has re- 
ceived from the Treasury Department the offi- 
cial report of the toreign commerce of the 
United States for April, 1850, compiled by Jo- 
seph Nimmo, Jr., Chief ot Bureau. 

The excess ot imports or or exports of mer- 
chandise, stated in specie values, was as fol- 


lows: 

Month ended April 30, 1880 (excess of im- 
ports), $3,850,648; month ended April 30, 
2879 (excess of exports), $12,205,761; ten 
months ended April 30, 1880 fexcess of ex- 
ports), $155,241,872; ten months ended April 
30, 1579 (excess of exports), $241,477,822; 
twelve months ended April 30, 1880 (excess of 
exports), $178,425.716; twelve months ended 
April 30, 1879 (excess of exports), $272,249,- 
969. 

The excess of imports or of exportsof gold 
and silver coin and bullion was as follows: 

Month ended April 30, 1880 (excess of im- 
ports), $725,643; month ended April 30, 1879 
(excess of exports), $2,452,655: ten months 
ended April 30,1880 (excess of imports), $76,- 
296,825; ten months ended April 30, 1879 (ex- 
cess of exports), $2,356,560; twelve months 
ended April 30, 1880 (excess of imports), $73,- 
951,944;twelve months ended April 30, 1879 
(excess of exports), $5,270,647. 

The value of the imports of merchandise dur- 
ing the month of April, 1880, was larger than 
during any previous month inthe history of 
the country, and for the first time 
since the month of July, 1877, 
the value of the imports of merchandise ex- 
eeceded the value of the exports of merchandise, 
The excess of the value ot the exports of mer- 
chandise over the imports of merchandise dur- 
ing the first ten montns of the current fiscal 
year amounted to $155,241,872, as against an 
excess ofthe value of exports over imports 
during the corresponding months ot the pre- 
ceding year ot $241,477 ,522.

The heart, from the important part which it plavs 
in the human economy, issubject to various serious 
and often fatal diseases. Like the other viscera, itis 
removed from the eye, so thatlittle knowledge can 
be obtained by inspection; hence recourse must be 
had toother means to ascertain its condition.
